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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this appUcation after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.1 7(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 01/06/2005 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The reply filed 01/06/2005 was applied to the following effect: All relevant objections 
and rejections are withdrawn as being satisfied. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

This appHcation is for a DISK CARTRIDGE. 

• Claims 1 and 6 specify a disc cartridge, which requires: 

''wherein the casing body has a first guide groove which extends in a direction in 
which the shutter is opened and closed, and which is formed on a front edge side 
of one surfaces of the casing body and is exposed to an outside of the casing 
bodvr 
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Dcebe et al. *326 show guide groove 9, which extends in a direction in which the shutter is 
opened and closed (col. 14, lines 54-60), and is formed on a front edge side of one of surfaces of 
the casing body (Fig. 6). However, Dcebe et al. do not teach or suggest the casing body has a first 
guide groove which extends in a direction in which the shutter is opened and closed, and which 
is formed on a front edge side of one surfaces of the casing body and is exposed to an outside of 
the casing bodv as claimed in the present invention. 

Therefore, these features, in combination with other features of claims 1 and 6, are not 
anticipated by, nor made obvious over, the closest prior art of record Dcebe et al. '326.
